THe “Japan Mnil” of the Ist 
inst-nt contains an account of a very 
daring cavalry raid carried ont with 
full success by Major Naganuma and 
some two hundred men in January 
last, just at the time when General 
Mischenko made his big unsuccessful 
raid down the valley of the Liao. 
Major Naganuma, who started from 
Sumapao, near Heikontai, was in- 
structed to cut the railway somewhere 
north of Mukden, and he set out on 
the 9th of January, so early wrs 
Marshal Oyama making his prepara- 





4|tions for the great battle. Major 


Naganuma knew that it was no 
use to make the attempt between 
Mukden and Tiehling; he would 
have been discovered immediately, 
and probably annihilated. He fixed 
therefore on a place called Hsin- 
kaiho, between Kaiyuan and Chang- 
chun, but nearer Changchun, arriving 
there safely on the 11th of February, 
thirty-three days after he set out. 
Here he blew up an important rail- 
way bridge, and retired, Three days 

he was attacked by a 
Russian cavalry force which he dis- 
persed without loss, annexing as 
trophies a gun and a transport 
waggon. When the Russians got 
news of the exploit, they sent a large 
force of cavalty into the district, 
weakening their main army on

[quarters on the 13th of March, with- 
out the loss of a man or a horse, 
The “ Mail” characterises this as one 
of the most extraordinary feats re- 
corded in military annals, and adds:

News of the ex- 
ploit reached the world from Ru-sian 
sources, It was described as an emer- 
gence of the Japanese in the rear of 
the Russian armies, effected by a 
movement through western regions, 
but not much more was heard about 
it, and the world assigned it to the 
Hunghutse, never imagining that a 
detachment of regular Japanese 
cavalry could have achieved any- 
thing-of the kind. Mischenko: moved 
down the Liao with a huge force of 
troopers, many thousands, and his 
exploit was ‘pronounced by certain 
French outlookers as the most bril- 
liant act of the whole war, But 
Naganuma’s ride stands easily at 
the head of the record.” Foreign 
officers and correspondents who are 
generally friendly to the Japanese 
are in the habit-of disparaging the 
Japanese cavalry, and it is therefore 
the more pleasant to read of such a 
brilliant exploit as this by an arm so 
often depreciated. 

In the telegrams published this 
morning from Osaka it is mentioned 
that General Linievitch is preparing 
to surprise the Japanese; and one 
of our Tokio telegrams gives an 
account of what is apparently the 
surprise in question. A Russian _ 
force, with mountain and machine 
guns, coming from the Tawa diree- 
tion, on the Fénghua road, fired on 
the Japanése on Tuesday at Chin- 
chiatun, Simultaneously, a, large 
force of infantry, from the vicinity 
of the main road, with two other 
columns, approached within 450 

ards, and were entirely repulsed. 

fothing is said about the numbers 
engaged on either side, but the 
casualties aré estimated at 27 
wounded on the Japanese side, and 
200 on the Russian. This was 
evidently a preconerted attack on 
the part of the Russians, but. it will 
no doubt be found that its fxilare 
was largely due to the want of 
spirit in the Russian troops, who 
seem to be quite as ready to- be 
beaten as to beat, a frame of mind 
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in which they were encouraged by 
Kuropatkin to whom burning his 
boats would seem utter madness, 
and who in his battles began to re- 
treat before the battle was over. It 
may be mentioned that Fénghua is 
on the Kaiyuan-Changcbun road, 
and is about half-way between those 
two points, while Tawa is on the 
great winter trade route, and is 55 
miles north of Fakumén, and 28 
miles south of Fénghua, Thus it 
will be seen that the Japanese left is 
steadily pressing on towards Chang- 
chun. The Japanese centre, which 
has Kaiyuan as its latest starting 
point, has moved on past Lienhua- 
chieh, or Mienhuachieh, to Kuyushu ; 
while the Japanese right is moving 
through the mountains, under con- 
siderable difficulties, towards Hailung- 
chéng, of whose occupation we shall 
doubtless hear immediately. Hailung- 
chéng is the third city in Manchuria, 
after Mukden and Kirin, and all three 
will be in Japanese hands before long. 
Meanwhile; there is no more talk of 
peace for the moment; the Czir is 
going to continue the war with 
Wigour; as to which, who lives will 
see.

SIR HIRAM S. 
WILKINSON.

Arrer nearly forty-one years of 
most faithful service to his country 
in the Far East, Sir Hiram Shaw 
Wilkinson, Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court of China and Corea 
laid down his office, and bade fare- 
well to the Bar in the Court yester- 
day afternoon, From student in- 
terpreter he rose through all the 
ranks to Acting Consul in Japan, 
passing through and being an actor 
in the stirring times that preceded 
the restoration, He came to Shang- 
hai as Acting Assistant Judge in 
1899, and was Crown Advocate here, 
and Acting and Substantive Judge 
in Japan, closing a brilliant career 
during which he has made’ crowds of 
friends, as the last of our Chief 
Justices. He retires full of 
years and honours indeed, but in full 
bodily ‘and mental vigour, and when 
the time comes for tis departure for 
home he will be followed by such trib- 
utes of respect and affection as none 
of his predecessors hus ever earned 
in larger measure, and as his succes- 
sors will be fortunate if they gather 
as fully.

THE TRAMWAY 
QUESTION. 


Gth April. 

‘THE tenders fur the installation of 
the long-desired system of tramways 
in Shenghai have been opened, and 
they are now under consideration by 
the Council, and itis known that the 
Council will have no ditfculty in 
finding among them one that will 
give the community what they want 
on thoroughly satisfactory terms; and 
again, as was to be expected, the 
opponents of tramwaysars endeavour- 
ing to secure a fur:her de'ay by 
drawing the red herring of motor- 
omnibuses across the scent. 

‘A very opportune and impurtinl 
article, headed “ ‘Tramways v. Mo‘or- 
Oronibuses,” from an engineering 
correspondent, will be found in the 
commercial ‘supplement of the 
“Times” of the 27th of February. 





The relative merits of the two 
sys‘ems of passenger transport on 
pubhe reals are being discussed by 
everyone af home, ‘and a matter 
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which—considering the comparative- 
ly small experience yet gained— 
might well have remained dormant 
for awhile is being talked and writ- 
ten about for sli it is worth. Un- 
doubtedly the subj: ct is one of great 
pubiic inte-e-t, it per-on dly concerns 
every citizen; but there is always 
some danger in the venti'ation of 
ill-digested problems, and antil inde- 
pendent experts have had ndequate 
opportunity of forming a wel!-ma’ur- 
ed opinion it is likely that interested 
parties may seize openings to their 
own financial advantage ad other 
people’s subsequent regret.” It must 
b+ remembered that the “Times,” as 
‘& capitalists’ organ, is bitterly op- 
posed to Municipal trading in any 
form, and has therefore anything but 
a prejudice in favour of tramways. It 
is also the organ of “carriage-folk ;” 
and the majority of people who owa 
carriages are ¢ps0 facto opponents of 





tramways. ‘There are, of course, 
al ruistic exc-ptions. 
“Electric traction,” says the 


“ Times’ ” correspondent, “considered 
without reference to any particular 
system, has nob so many obvious 
points ' of recommendation as has 
the employment of motor-omnibuses. 
There is such a plain advantage in 
being uble to go »nywhere and do 
anything, a+ against confinement to 
set routes specivlly luid, that the 
average man may be forgiven for a 
warm. feeling towards the self-pro- 
elled vehicle, This strong point is, 
indeed, the-great nsset of motor- 
omnibuser, But there are many 
more things to be looked at than 
this, and it may not. be ont of place 
to briefly consider the salient points 
of both principles of traction—the 
confined and the unconfined.” 


It is pointed out that in all 
centres and districts the carrying 
traffic lies practically on certain 
ensily defined routes. Certain 
thoroughfares attract most of the 
foot traffic, so that the advantage of 
the motor-omaibus being able to go 
through what streets it likes is 
illusory. Omnibuses in London have 


just as unvarying routes as tramcars. | 4) 


‘At the same time omnibuses cause 
less obstruction to’ traffic than tram- 
narrow streets, Ipswich is 
mentioned as having lately started 
electric trams. “ Anyone acquainted 
with its narrow streets and sharp 
turnings will understaud the dif 
ficulty which has been since felt. 
There are places where a horse- 
drawn vehicle cannot pass the trams, 
and there is in consequence much 
ha'ting and waiting of traffic.” 
‘There ure no such places in Shang- 
hai, and there are no sharp turnings 
in our streets, and these who re- 
member how-often blocks are caused 
in Cheapsite and the Strand, and 
even in Piccadilly, by omnibus's will 
pot be.too-ready to believe that the 
tybstitu'ion of motor-omnjbuses far 











tramecars will obviate all chance of a 
block in our s‘reet>. 

Seating capacity is the next pint 
dealt with, and here the tramear is 
n long way ahead of the motor-bus: 
“Trams ave! from 48 to 72 
persons in stating capacity; omni- 
buses from 10 to 36. Since the best 
paying load must be the limit of the 
seiting capacity, it follows that the 
busier the district the larger the 
vehicle requited; frequency of service 
matters little, ard it is just as easy 
to ran quick !ramsas quick omnibus 
es. In fact, t'e quicker the service 
required, the better trams wil serve 
it. Whichever way it be regarded, 
omnibnses cannot serve heavy traffic 
as well as trams, though they have 
great advantages in lighter traffic. 
As far a: comfort is conrerned—the 
comfort of smooth rails as c.mp red 
with the joltng of a roadway—I 
think it will be generally conceded 
that the majority of passengers would 
prefer the mode:n electre tram, all 
other things being equal.” 

‘As regards fir t cost there is no 
comparison. Tramways, cost about 
£10,000 a mile for the chexpes' 
known system, the overhend trolley, 
while “motor-omnibu-es may 
purchased at £700 to £900 each for 
the donble decked variety—that is, 
for little more than the cost of the 
mere tramears!” As regardsrunning 
expenses, the-e are well-known as far 
as trams are concerned, but nowhere 
have motor-omnibuses been long 
enough at work to enable a reliable 
comparison to be made. The de- 
preciation, however, is much larger 
in the cnse of omnibuses; it s ems 
quite probable tlat their useful life 
on ordinary roads may not prove to 
he more than four or five years. The 
conclusion of the article is a: fol- 
lows 

To sum up, it appears that attempts 
at strict comparisons are as yot futile. 
‘The figures for omnibuses are altogether 
too nebulous to be of any value. What 
may be safely said is that motor-omni- 
‘buses have come to stay, and that they 
have done and are capable of doing very 
good work. We may even go further 
‘and grant that the results so far warrant 

be 








iof that for suburban districts, for 
sparse populations, and for narrow streets, 
they ‘aro better than trams. But wherever 
tramways can be conveniently laid, pro- 
vided the population is great enough, 
their capital ontlay will be justified, to 
say nothing of the frequency of service 
they will always give as compared with 
omnibuses. In the City, where tramways 
‘are impossible, motor-omnibuses will 
most certainly prove a boon, and it is 
fikely that many of thesmaller 
provincial towns which have so boldly 
ombarked on tramways will bitterly regrot j 
i ion. But after making 
t success with 
omnibuses possible to shut on 
oyes to their limitations. They are handi- 
capped by hilly routes; having to carry 
their own power with them they must 
have engines powerful enough for all 
gradients. The electric tram takes its 
power just whon it is wanted, and only 
congumen it scoarding to the work it i 





















doing. More power also has to 
geuerated to drive an omnibus than a 
tram, and unless local authorities keep 
the roads in the best of repair engines 
which at one season will do their work 
may refuse it at another. One might 
adduce many such arguments, but 
enough has been said to show that while 
there is great future: before the motor- 
omnibus, yet that the electric tram has 
also its own sphere, and within this it has 
as yet nothing to ear.!

Tokio, 28th March. 
‘The New Loan. 

The now Joan raised in London and 
New York to tho extent of £30,000,000 
is regarded hero as a notable triumph for 
Japan. Tho metropolitan Press is un- 
foignedly pleased with tho result, Each 
of the previous foreign loans evoked 
some expression of dissatisfaction, but 
nothing of the kind is heard on the pre- 
sent occasion. It is it table that th 
readiness of foreign baukers tu und: 
write such a substantial loan on such 
favourable terms will be geuerally con- 
trasted. with. Russia’s failure to obtain 
another loan from France, and will react 
inst Japan's antagonist. A 
oes on to say that the 





















European cont h 
boycotted the Russian Ministry 
Finance. In fact, it is not toomuch to say 
‘that this Japanote loan is another heavy 
blow to Russia and will contribute to 
hor popular disinclination to continue 
thowar. The recent Manchurian successes 
havo not only enhanced the reputation 
of the Japanese arms but also amply 
testified to the solidity of Japanose 
finauoial conditions. Among other papers 
the “Kokumin” emphasises that the 
suocessfal efforts of the authorities con- 
comed to float such a big loan as this, 
while maintaining higher quotations of 
previous bonds abroad, is really highly’ 
commendable, It attributes the success 
largely to the recent military victory, 
but also partly to Japan's discretion 
heretofore in drawing the bulk of her 
necessary wat fands from domestic ro- 
souices, and the idea prevail 






















ly arranged, But this seems to 
be largely due to the increased taxation, 
of which rather unwarranted apprehen- 
sions ‘been. loudly raised ‘y om 
Japanese politicians, thereby creating a 
bail impression abroad 

Japan's Financial Position. 

In connection with the raising of the 
third war loan in England and America, 
& semi-official statement published by 
two lending journals here shows that 
there is still a deficit of some 60 million 
yen to be covered in the War Budget for 
‘the 1905-6 fiscal year, besides -over 70 
million yon, which is the shortage ;neces- 














sarily accraing when a discrepancy exists 
between the face value and net receipt 
of the bonds. These make a total of 
about 130 million yen, but the raising of 
the latter sum is no dificult task, especi- 
ally when it 
presentative bankers recently promised to 
underwrite the fifth Exchequer Bouds of 
100 million yen. Apropos, it is reported 
tbat the subscriptions to the fourth 
Exchequer Bonds, which are now being 
received, aro very satisfactory, and it is 
especially pointed out as a gratifying 
circumstance that many banks have 
owed their intentions of dealing in 
jese subscriptions to a much ‘greater 
tont than formerly. The value of the 
investment has been s eadily growing 
more patent. Many foreigners are sub- 
scribing to the bonds, and a part of ther 
are reported to be already transacted in 
advance abroad. Patriotic subscribers 
also continue to apply steadily and they 
are given a notable example in tl 
action of the Imperial Househvld which 
has announced its intention to subscribe, 
through the Crédit Mobilier, to the 
extent of twenty million yon. 


The Continental Financiers. 

From well-informed circles I gather 
that the German bankers wore particu- 
larly eager to participate in this loan, 
‘and Count von Bilow, the Imperial 
Chancellor, even intimated as much to 
the Japaneso Ministor at Berlin, pledging 
that as many facilities as possible 
would be afforded thereto. But this 
offer was apparontly made too late. The 
bankers were averse to the intro- 

































their wishes provailed. Nevertheless, 
some continental financiers wore ablo to 
of the new loan, viz., 
es £1,000,000, Holland 
£500,000, Bolgium £500,000, and Switzer- 
Iand £500,000. 

The Russian Prisoners. 

At d of February the number 
Russian prisoners was 38,358. Of th 
total 3,631 had beon in the country prior 
to the capitulation of Port Arthur. Con- 
sequently 34,727 aro Port Arthur prison- 
ers. The sick and wounded still remain- 
ing in Port Arthur, including sanitary 
and non-combatant mombers, are 6,897. 
Tokio and Yokohama are now seeing tho 
Russian prisoners for the first time from 
Mukden, and crowds of spectators await 
their arrival at the railway stations.

The Czar—Through Russian Eyes. 

Bren since it was written, an article in 
the current number of the “National 
Review,” entitled “An Autocracy at 
Work ” has gained fresh interest owing to 
the fact that many of its predictions 
we already been verified. In one of 
his concluding passages the author 
remarks that tho Czar may still hopo for 
something from fate, but bas much to 
fear from time and men, to whose wara- 
ings he has hitherto been both blind and 
deaf.

MAJOR-GENERAL HATTON’S 
INSPECTION. 


FROM OUE SPECIAL WAR CORRESPONDENT. 

The S. V. C. spent Saturday afternoon 
in the field, or rather amongst the graves, 
sloughy paddy fields, and numerous 
oreeks between Changwan and the Rifle 
Range. It had been arranged that before 
the inspection of the Corps by H. E. 
Major-General Villiers “Hatton, C.B., 
certain manceuvres should ‘take. place in 
this territory, the inspecting officer b 
thus better able to judge of the efficiency 
of the men, 

‘The General idea was that an advanced 
guard of a force at Woosung, was moving 
on Shanghai, a portion of the Shanghai 
Garrison being encamped at the Rifle 
Range. The Special ides was :—Red 
Force. Scout: having reported that they’ 
are in touch with the enemy, the Officer 
Commanding the Advance Guard receives 
the following orders. At Changwan at 
3.15 p.m.:—Push on vigorously and if 
possible seize all the approaches com- 
manding the enemy's camp. Blue Force. 
On the morning of the Ist April the 
Officor Commanding the camp at 
Rifle Range receives tho following orders: 
A hostile force is reported to have: left 
Woosung. Take immediate steps to giard 
the railway and all appronches to your 
camp. Send for reinforcements if very 
tard pressed.

Tho operations were bounded on bot 
sides, West by the Woosung. and Shang- 

° Malhens, watih’ s0ekt be ‘wach: 
East, parallel from the railway, and 
‘one mile from it. 

Major H. Keswick was in command 
of the “ Red” force, which consisted of 
the Light Horse, “A” Company’ (which 
was very strong in uumbers), ‘the 
Japanese Company, the German Com- 
pany, and half of the Maxim Company 
with two maxim guns. 

The “Blue” force was commanded 
by Capt T.E. Trueman, who had the 
services of the whole battery of Artillery, 
“B” Company, the Customs Company, 
the Mounted Infantry and half of the 
Maxim Company with two maxim guns. 

The Umpires were:—H. E. M. 
General Villiers Hatton, C.B, Ger 
Officer Commanding. H.B.M. troops in 
China, Major Chichester of i 
Headqurters’ staff, Hongkong, Major 
W. Watson, Commaudant Shanghai 
Volunteer Corps, and Capt W. M. 
Dowdall. 

Shortly before three o'clock the in- 
fantry and Maxim sections of the attack- 
ing force were entrained at the railway 
station and dispatched to Changwan, the 
Light Horse having left previously. A 
little later the defenders sent four ni 

nder wnd two Maxims to the 
Hank at_ the Rifle Range, and. two com. 
panies of infantry. One section of artil- 
lery was posted on the left rear of, but 
close to the bank, the other on the right 
front, with a Maxim on the top of the 
bank, and a second on the left flank, to 
support “ B” Company and guard the rail- 
way line. Two other sections of artillery 
were placed 400 yards in the rear of the 
bank, one on the right and the second on 
theleft, thelatterbetween hamboo rai 
and the railway, to defend the main line 
of the camp and also the railw: The 
‘Customs Company was posted to a village 
on the right with orders to send out au 
advance guard. The Mounted Infantry 
were ordered to hold the bridge on the 
































joreck.on the right, while-“B” Comp: 

were on the left, and the remainder of the 
infantry advanced -in the centre. Tho 
country afforded excellent cover and wi 
such that it was scarcely possible to 
estimate the numbers of the enemy 
until he. got well. within a. thousand 
yards. Crouching behind the huge graves, 
and bunehes.of reeds, the infantry front 
was extended fro: railway to the 
other boundary, “while the contre 
cautiously advanced. The infantry on 
the left flank pushed forward to take the 
only other bridge over the almost impas- 
sible creck, but when. they arrived 
they found the. Light Horse already 
in possession. with. soouts out. .. It 
was not antil 3.45 p.m. thet the first shot 
was fired and the signal given to the 
officer commanding the defenders, who 
directed operations from the bank at the 
rifle range, that the advance guard of 
the enemy had been observed. Gradually, 
the more advanced posts were driven in, 
and the guard retired on the main body. 
The enemy appeared to be advancing 
along the railway, but the firing in this 
direction soon became quite desultory. 
This was due to the infantry that had 
been ordered to occupy the bridge on the 
left, retiring when they found the Light 




















Horse in ion. Had they attacked 
they might have taken the bridgo as.tho 
Light Horse wore a long way in front of 





the main body, while the “ Blue” force 
was strong in this position. ‘The Customs 
Company later reported the enemy ad- 





vaneing in strong bodies on the ‘right 
flank and the nine-pounder gun on this 
side commenced to boom. ‘The Germans 
had to cross the crook ina sampan and 
bring the Maxim with thei. Voluntoora 
wore called for to take the gun and they 
wont. The boat at the creek was captured, 
but th a secured it, 
“oinforcoments 
and ammunition having ran 















‘The remainder of the attacking foro. 
crossed the bridge on the left noar the 
railway, which passage the Light Horse 
had secured for them. .It was now plain 
that the invading foroo intended to turn 
the right flank, driving the dofendors in 
this part of the field back towards the 
where the German Company was, 
aided ‘by a Maxim soction, trying to 
cut its way into, and therefore place 
the Customs men in the decidedly un- 
pleasant position of being between two 
lines of fire. The attrck on tho left, 
skirting the railway line, did not develop 
simultaneously, as the Germans had 
‘crossed thevcreok first, and support was 
sont to the Customs Company, while“ B” 
Company men shared the defence in the 
jcentre. The Mounted Infantry mean. 
while held their bridge on the 
ight and by #0 doin 
turning mov 
being developed in this direction. 
The Maxim gun section hidden 
behind bamboo palisading was able to 
kop the enemy from a further advance 
along the railway, but the Maxim in the 
centre, used by the attacking party, was * 
doing good work wheu it got into dificul- 
ties. ‘The Maxim Inter appeared: in 
the open, and had it been real warfare 
not a man of the section would have 
been sprred. One gun of the artillery 
now fell back towards the camp, the 
other opening fire with caso shot, 
the attack on the right being severe and 
at close quarters. The Germans. 
continued to advance in the centre. 
The Light Horse appeared on tho right 
centre, while the advance of the enemy 




















along the railway line was continued. A 
Party of the defender’s infantry retired 
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on the Maxim on. the-left, and.then they 
centre opened fire at close range on 
the exposed parties opposing 
The men.of “A” Company by .rapid 
march succeeded in cutting off a few of 
the defenders, but more than.once small 
bodies of ‘their men wore fatally exposed

still held on the extreme right, but their 
mounts showed up very conspicuously at 
times, andithe hoavy'gping rendered them

while in the centre the advance had 
practically ceased ; the enemy not caring 
to cross an open, space, endesyoured to 
force his way up to the central. position 
by.a movement to the right, where the 
Mounted Infantry could not be dislodged 
from the bridge. It was at this very in- 
teresting. stage that the “cosse fire” 
sounded. The Maxim section on the. 
left had succeeded in halding the.railway, 
while the.centre had only retired.a 

of hundred yards. It was on the right 
that the-enemy tried to effect a — 
movement and it certainly: looked es il 
they would be successful, in part at any 
rate, although the heavy artillery fire 
would have caused them considerable loss. 
Had tho Light Horse got to the bridge 
and di the Mounted Infantry 
the right would certainly have been 
turned. It was rather a pity that the de-

The business-like turn-out, 
the keenness shown, and the quictness 
with which everything was carried out 
were very satisfactory, aud he was 
particularly pleased with the turn- 
out-of the Light Horse.aud their method 
of fastening up their horses. (This is the 
method of fastening two ponies head to 
tail, abreast, 90 that they cannot possibly 
get away and one man can watch them 
while all the remainder are enabled to 
do dismounted duty in the firing line), 

On Sunday Hie Excollency saw the 
Maxim Company xt the range, and then 
went on to the Artillery st the Point. 
Major-General Hatton said. that the 
Artillery wore worthy of « better weapon 
‘and: hoped he would be able to get one 
for them in time. 


Artillery Inspection. 
‘The Artillery mustered at the gu: 
+ 9 am., the Point practice being as 
well a competition for the “ Little” Cap 
as a parade for inspection by Major- 
General Hatton. There waa an excellent 
master, only two points being lost for 
absontees. The men wore naturally 
keon, as is shown by the fect that all 
four guns were hooked in and earned 
the maximum marks (5) in very few 
minutes from the time the order was 
given.

this historical city, the famous capital of 
the once powerful Sung dynasty. From 
Kaiféng his Excellency will proceed by 
rail to Hankow, in order to call upon 
ELE. Viceroy Chang Chih-tung, and hold 
‘a conference in connection with matters 
referring to the Canton-Hankow Railway, 
Viceroy Chang Chih-tung having been 
appointed by the Throne to deal with 
the affairs of that line, in conjunction 
with H.E. Shéng Kung-pao. We under- 
stand that, in graceful recognition of 
his Excellency’s invaluable services to 
China, during the crisis though which 
this country has been passing since 1900, 
the Empress Dowager has issued an 
order that her special Imperial railway 
carriage shall be placed at his disposal.

With hardly an 
exception the members of the local Rar 
attended to take formal farewell of his 
Lordship, and there were also present in 
Court. several ladies and others of the 
general public.

A preliminary interest was given to 

proceedings by the reading of his 
Lordship’s last Judgment, a monumental 
‘effort, breaking even Sir Hiram’s'previ- 
ous records for fength.

JUDGMENT. : 


These suits are all against the same 
defendauts—a Banking Company incor- 
porated in England by Royal Charter 
under the name of the Chartered Mercan- 
tile Bank of India, Australia, and Chini 
carrying on business among other places 
at Hankow, and the plaintiffs in each 
suit are a Chineso Banking Company 
carrying on business at Hankow, who 
seek to recover from’ the defendants the 
amount of certain promissory notes in 
the Chinese language impressed with the 
chop (or stamp) of the defendants issued 
at the compradore’s office of the defen- 
dants’ Hankow branch and received by 
the plaintiffs under the circumstances sot 
out in their petitions. In the alternative 
the claim is for the amount of the noter 
as money lent to the defendants or paid 
for and on behalf of the defendants at the 
request of their duly authorised agent. 

‘The petition of the Tung Ta Bank, 
after stating who and what the partios 
‘are, proceeds as follows 

(3) The plaintiffs’ claitn is against the 
dofendantelias makers of a promissory note 
or instrument in writing iumbered 157 
payable to bearer for the sum of Tis. 
10,000 Hankow sycoe of which the 

jaintiffs are holders for value, and 
& copy of such note or instrumont in 
writing with the translation thereof

(4) The said sum of ‘Tis, 10,000 was 
advanced by the plaintiffs to the defend- 
ants under the circumstances and at the 
time and in mannor hereinatter mou- 
tioned.

(@)'The said ‘Tong Shou-hsun as mush 
eompradore as- aforesaid was the duly 
authorised agent of the defendants to 
transact such business as aforesaid on 
‘behalf of the defendants with Chinese, 
and used the chop of defendants which 
he affixed to the documents hereinbefore 
mentioned in pursuance of such’ author-

79) The aaid note which became due on 
the 15th day of the 10th moon was 
renewed for and made payable at the 
‘end of the 10th moon ; this together with 
‘the other not payable at that time was 
exchanged for one note for Tis.

‘The plaintiffs therefore pray:—

On each of the very few occasions when 
the defendants’ Hankow agency was in 
need of cash for temporary purposes they 
obtained « deposit from their compra- 
dore Tong Shou-bsun. On such occasions 
they deslt only with their ssid 
compradore, each transaction was 
entirely between them aad him. and 
‘eneh deposit 20 made was repaid by them 
to him. 

The defendants have no knowledge of

‘Counsel after certain officers of one of the 
Chinese banks had given their evidence, 
thne the corresponding officers of the other 
banks should not be called, but that it 
should be assumed that their evidence 
would be similar. 

‘The issues raised by the pleadings were, 
first, whether the plaintiffs made the pay- 
ments alleged to have been made by them ; 
second, whether those paymenta were made 
against the promissory notes now sued 
upon, or in other words, whether the

which is not relied upon as altering the 
conditions, the securities in which 
he rest of the payments were made did 
not come into the defendants’ possession. 

‘The question is the not unusual one, 
28 to which of two innocent parties is’ to 
bear the loss caused by the fraud of a 
third person, To determine this, it is 
necessary to consider the whole of the 
circumstances under which the notes 
were issued and to say whether thove 
circumstances are such as to render the 
defendants liable. 

It will be convenient to refer to the 
defendants shortly asthe Bank, or 
Chartered Bank, the latter being the 
name by which the Bank is usually 
referred to by foreigners in Chins. But 
it has another namo, its so-called “ hon, 
name,” by which it is known and ref 
to by Chineso. It is known by them as the 
“ Makaleo Ying Hong ” or the “ Makrloe 
Bank” or shortly as‘ Makalee:” 
“ Makaleo” is the Chinese name adopted 
by the Bank itself, and used by the Bank 
on any documents on which the name of 
the Bank appears in Chinoso. 

The European staff of the Bank at 
Hankow consists of an agent and an 
accouftant. The Acting Agent at the 
time when the events happened which 
gave rise to these suits was Mr. William 
Seutt Lavingrtone, and the Acting 
Accountant Mr. Randal Walker Robert- 
Theso two wore by » powor of 
attorney under the corporate seal of the 
Bank, invested the usual powors 
conferred on bank agents. 

In addition to theso officers the 
ndants, like all other banking and 
mercantile institutions in China of 
any importance, have at Hankow, as at 
other places in China, a compradore, 
through whom practically all business 
between the bank and its Chinose cus- 
tomers and consti transacted. 
If there is an exception, it is the caso of 
Chinese having current. agogunts at 
the bank, but there are not mi 
such, and they.are confined, ss apj 
by the 
to Chinese who sposk and understand 
English. It is not suggested that tho 
plaintiffs can either speak or under- 
stand English, or that any of them had 
current accounts with the Chartered 
Bank, and there ie no evidence whatever, 
that they knew anything-at-all about the 
Chartered Bank’s rules for current ac- 
counts hereafter referretl to or about 
any other rule: or notice! of ‘the Char- 
tered Bank that they only held them- 
selves liable on sigustures made by Eu- 
ropean officers of the Bui. Busides 
being theintormediary: 
and Chinese transacting business with the 
tank, the compradore is-responsibie for 
the touch of bullion and the genuineness 
of coins and native bills, and all cash 
received is paid in through him and all 
payments in cash made-by-him. He has 
an office in the bank promises, and is 
assisted by a Chinese staff: of shroffs, or 
clerks, accountants, and others. his 
staff is engaged by the compradore, and 
he, by his agreonient, was responsible for 
them, and received « lamp sum from the 

jendants for their- salaries. 































ery between tire Bank 
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The ‘had: in-his- 
certain “chops” or stamps, with the 
Chinese name of the bank cut on them. 
He, said he had those chops for 22 years, 
or practically from the time he first 
became compradore. The possession and 
use. of such chops by compradores is a 
common, if not s universal, custom in 
China, 

I shall have occasion later on to refer 
more fully to the practice with regard to 
the use of these chops. It is enough 
here to say that among Chinese bankers 

merchants, commercial instruments 
usually witnessed by the affixing of 
such chops; and in the case of the com- 

jore ‘of ‘a foreign firm or company 
signing any document on behalf of the 
firm or company he would in the ordinary 
courye do so by affixing » chop with the 
firm or company’s hong name upon it, 

‘The evidence established, and it is not 

ed, that the promissory notes now 
saed upon were issued from the compra- 
dorg’s office of the Bank and that the 
payments which it is admitted were made 
for theso notes or for the original notes 
of which they are renewals was mado in 
accordance with directions issued from 
the compradore’s office, and that such 
promissory notes have upon them the 
improssion of tho chops referred to, 60 
that the notes on the face of them pur- 
port to be the promissory notes of the 
Makaloo Ying Hong, nnd that such im- 
pression was affixed in the compradore’s 
office. The evidence showed, and it is 
not contested, that they were not affixed 
by the compradore's‘own hand, but whe- 
thor they wore affixed with the knowledge 
and by the anthority of the compradore 
is a question which I, sitting as a jury, 
have to decide, 

Itlappoared on the evidence that these 
were not by any means the first notes 
issued from the compradore’s office in 
the same form with the same chops. 
‘That on the contrary for years past such 
promissory notes had from time to time 
deen issued for money obtained from the 
native banks and that the money so 
obtained had been applied to the use of 
the dofendents. All such notes up to 
the timo of the issue of the notes now in 
question hiad beon duly paid as they fell 
due. 


The contention of the defendants is 
that they never authorised the issue of 
such’ notes at all, that whatever money 
was borrowed from the native banks was 
borrowed not by them, but by tho com- 
pradoro, and that ‘any notes issued in 
re the notes of the com- 
not their notes. 

Mr. Livingstone was questioned as_re- 
gards the authority of the compradore 
to borrow or Iend money, or to sign docu- 
ments in the Bank’s name, or to use 
chop with the Bunk’s namo ov it, 

Mr. Livingstone said he had no authority 
to do any of these things.

‘A.—When this trouble occurred.

“The compradore has a staff of shrofis 
and clerks in his department. That 
staf is entirely employed by him and 
paid by him.” 

Q.—They are not the Bank’s servants?’ 

A—No. 

The contention of the native banks is 
that they looked upon the money Jent by 

omas lent to the Bank and that they 
looked upon the promissory notes as the 
promissory .notes of the Bank, and that 
it was to the Bank that they gave credit 
in respect of such promissory notes. 

Speaking without reference to the par- 
ticular loans and notes now in question 
I am satisfied that that was their genuine 
belief with regard to the loans and to the 
promissory notes given in respect of them, 
and that it was to the Bank that they 
gave credit; and, I am of opinion that 
they were justified in looking to the Bank 
asthe principal in theso transact 

That such a misunderstanding should 
existed for so many years was only’ 
possible under conditions ‘which allowed 
of every transaction being initialed, car- 
ried on, and finished without any inter- 
course ‘at any time between the prin- 
cipals, and limited all communications to’ 
one channel only. 

‘That channel of communication was the 
compradore. With the manager of the 
Bank the intercourse was direct. His 
shroff, to whom reference will have fro- 
quently to be made, was much better ao- 
quainted with the English language than, 
fle was, and such books and docements 
as required to be written out in Eng- 
lish wore written by the shroff. But it 
was with the compradore only that Mr. 
Livingstone arranged matters. On: the 
part of the native banks the negotiations 
were carriod on by one of their shroffs called 
a market sliroff, and he communicated with 
the compradure’s shioff just referred to. 

‘The practice #9 far ax the native 
banks bas been described by the witnesses 
called from the Tang Ta Bank. 
market shroff from each native bank 
the foreign banks each day. Havin 
tained, before starting, the condi 
the funds in his ows bank, and whether 
his own bank wants to borrow or to lend, 
he ascertains from the foreign 
whether they have money t» lend or 
whether they wish to borrow.

When ‘he loan in repaid 
the promissory noto is retuned to 
com; 's office, and payment is made 
from the compradcre's offce, 
Some of the notes referred to in the

When I returned 
to my Bank I told my. accountant I 
bad advanced Tis. 5,000. It was the 
same note renewed. ‘The compradcre’s 
office in exchange gave me another note.” 

‘When he says here “the compradore 
asked me” he probably meant only that 
he was asked at the compradore’s office. 
For the couclusion I draw from his whole 
evidence is that he never had any con- 
versation with the compradore himself 
on the subject of any of the notes now in 
question at the time they were issued, 
and that up to the time when payment 
of them was refasod, he never had any 
@irect intercourse with the compradore 
at any time beyond an ordinary ex- 
change of greetings. 

As regards tho native bankers them- 
selves, they appear not to have had any 
direct business dealings with the com- 
pradore at all and, he being a Canton 
man, they appear scarcely to have known 
him. All they knew is what their 
market shroff may have told them, and 
the fact that the promissory notes which 
they received in exchange for tho 
money paid by them purported on the 











face of them to be the promissory 
notes of the Makaleo Bank. As ai- 
ady mentioned they had received 


these notes from time to time during 
a long series of years, and whon sent to 
the Makales Bank they had received pay- 
ment for them in tho usual way, and in 
the only way in which cash payments 
wore ever made by the Bauk, that is, 
through the compradore. 

We now turn to the relations betwoon 
the -compradore and the defendants’ 
European staff. 

‘Tho duties of the compradore are thus 
described by Mr. Livingstone: 

“His principal duties were to cash the 














He cashed those cheques

Whon money is paid in the pay- 
book is given to the European 
officer in chargo of the accounts. He 
notes the amount down in his rough cash 
book.

If itis correct the counterfoil 
is initialed by the European officer. The 
Bank in its rules for curreut sccount 
states that it only holds itself liable for 
the signature of ita European officer in 
the paying-in books. ‘The compradore 
has other duties as well. He is respon- 
sible for the touch of all sycee, gold, bul- 
lion, and other coins. He is also there 
for the purpose of giving what informa- 
tion he has concerning Chinese to the 
agent.” + 

‘The way in which the compradore is 
supplied with funds to meet the payments 
which he, as cashier,has to make on bebalf 
of the Bank is thus described by Mr. 
Robertson :— 

“It is my duty to go throngh the cash 
balance every night. During the day the 
yying-irf books are brought to me and I 
tial the counterfoil of the paying-in 
book and retain the slip and enter them 
up in my rough cash book. Cheques xre 
also bronght to meand initialed ifin order, 
and I hand them back to the compradore 
to be paid. As we don’t care to open th 
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treasury more than once a day, if we can 
help it, the combradore generally keeps 
all. the large cheques till the total amount 
fon each side of the vash book—fer or 

i rived at. Soat the end 
add up my own rough cash 
roff gives me a note of what 
they make the actual cash balance accord- 
ing to the compradore's books and I com- 
pire it and see that it is the samo as 
mine. If that shows that we have to pay 
out money, i.e., that our payments are 
in excess of our receipts, I open 
the treasury and give him a sufficient 
number of boxes of sycee to make up the 
‘On the other hand if the re- 

‘more than the payments I 
shoes of aycee, put them in the 
treasury, and lock them up.” 

‘The course of business when the Bank 
had money to lend is thus described by 
Mr. Livingstone :— 

“When my Bank bas more money in the 
treasury than is required for the needs 
of the Bank, I advance money to the 
native banks. Inthe of our having 
surplus of money I poiac out the cash 
position to the compradoro and ask hin at 
whxt rate this money could be advanced 
in the ci y against approved nw ive orders. 
Ho either sel's aie the rate at the time or 
soon afer. Ifi its me to advance at 
that rate I instruct him to submit to me 
lis: of the orders giving the «mes and 
amounts ala the usance. He then submits 
to mo nlistla-er on, a li-t in writing whch 
Igo through and issue my instructions ax 
to whut orders he is to advance against and 
how much he i# 1» advance ayainst those 
names, the names on the native orders. 
‘That lip is initinlled by me and hand 
to my acorantant, who in this case’ is Mr. 
R. W. Robertson. The instructions I give 
him are to pay out of the trexsury @ pro- 
portiona-e sun of money against the native 
‘orders to be handed to him. ‘The eompra- 
dore informs bim that the English writing 
at the top of the native order represents 
the name, amount avd ussnce of tho order 
handed \. 
—How do you regard that transaction ? 

A—As an ordinary diecount. The 
transaction is entirely in: the ua'uro of 
adiscount.

Reith of the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Banking Corporation, attended, and at 
my request gave evidence concerning 
their relations generally with their com- 
pradore, and particularly with regard to 
loans. They both agree that their com- 

radore has no authority to give vouchers: 
Binding their bank. The compradore of 
each of these banks has a chop with the 
name of the bank on it, but also with the 
words “compradore’s office” after the 
name of the bank. 





With regard to obtaining loans Mr. | j 


Stewart said: “When we wish to get in 
money wo borrow through the compra- 
dore. I toll him the amount I require, 
and tell him usually when I will 
bo in a position to repay him this 
money, I give him cash orders signed 
by the two men anthorised to sign by 
the bank to negotiate in the market. 
Thoso orders aro always dated whon 
I think I will be in funds, poatdated 
five or six days, and discounted with the 
native banks accordingly. At the end of 
the day, if 1 have any cash balance, I, 
of course, take it from the compradore. 
On the duo date these cash orders are 
roturned to me and stand as vouchers. in 
my cash. I think I may stato, if I were 
out, say, Tis, 5,000 I would not think it 
nocossary to put any of my bills in the 
‘ket. I would reasonably suppose 
that the compradoro had « small amount!

a dey. Of course this would only be 
done fora night; one ought tobe able to 








judge whether one would receive money 
next day.” 
Mr. Reith said: “I was fourteen 


When we have had 
‘occasion to ‘get money from the native 
banks the loan is negotiated in the usual 
way through the compradore, The com. 
pradore informs the foreign mausger_ of 
the names of the banks who are advancing 
the money; the foreign manager hands 
the ocompradere documents which are 
described as deposits at call. Those are 
in English rar by @ duly authorised 
attorney of the Bank.

I think the plaintiffs have made cut 
that the compradore was the general 
agent of the defendants to obtain loans 
for them and to give promissory notes 
for those loans, and if the loans now in 
question had been obtained by the com- 
pradore in the way in which the loans 
appearing in the defendants’ books were 
obtained, and if the promissory notes in 
question had been given by the com- 
pradore in the way the promissory notes 
against those loans were given, without 
anything further appearing than that the 
Joan in this case was not obtained for the 
benefit of the defendants, I think the 
defendants would bo liable to the pl 
tiffs to repay the amounts borrowed. 

In the Bank of Bengal e. Fagan (1849 
12, Moore P.C. 61, 74) Lord Brougham

“But it is said, that the power was 
given to do the acts in question on the 
donor's behalf. This is really only saying, 
that what the agent is to do, he is to do 
8s representing the principal : as doing it 
on behalf of, or in the place and in the 
right of, the principal. But it is further 
said, that even if the expression be read 
as only amounting to this, the endorse- 
ment is to be only made for the benefit 
of the priueipal, and not for the purposes 
of the agent. We do not see how this 
very materially affects the case, for it 
only refers to the use to be made of the 
funds obtained from the endorsement, 
not to the power; it relates to the pur- 
pose of the execution, not to the limi 
of the powers itself; and though the 
endorsee’s title must depend upon the 
suthority of the endorser, it cannot 
be made to depend upon the purposes 
for which the endorser performs his act 
under the power.” 

‘The judgment of the Privy Council in 
Bryant, Powis, and Bryant v. Quebec 
Bank (1893 A. C. 170,180) affirms th 
same principle :— 

“The authority of Davies, as the agent 
and attorney of the company, was derived 
from the power of attorney of the 25th 
of November, 1855, which has been fully

with Andrews, J. that tho fact that

* put there is one argument upon which 


great stress was laid by the defendants to 
which it is desirable to refer, that was 
that the native banks never inquired 
whether the compradore was authorised 
to make the loans or not. They did not 
inquire, and’they did not know the way in 
which loans when made were entered in 
the defendants’ books. But that point 
was taken in the case of Hambro 
Burnand (1904 2 K. B. 10), There the 
plaintiffs never made inquiry, as to 
the authority of the agent, and although 
there was a written authori'y they never 
asked to see it. 

As to this Romer, L. J.,said: “The 
utmost which it appears to me, they need 
have done, as between thomselves and the 
principals of the agent, was to ask the 
agent to produce his written authority, 
ifthe bad any. Had they done that, and 
had that authority been shown to them, 
it would have been hopeless, in my 
opinion, for the principals of the agent 
afterwards to ‘say that they were not 
bound by the written authority so in- 
spected because the agent had acted in 
bad faith towards them in acting upon 
that authority. Asa matter of principle 
this appears to me so clear that I will 
not further consider the point. “Then 
does it make any difference that in point 
of fact the plaintiffs did not inspect the 
authority? I think not, for this reason. 
By not-inguiring for the written. au- 
thority, they no doubt ran certain risk. 
What was that risk? ‘Tho agent repre- 
sonts that ho has authority by reason 
that he signs the polioy in the names of 
his co-insurers. If the plaintiffs do not 
‘ask to see his authority, upon what are 
they relying? Thoy rely—and that is the 
only risk which they run—upon his 
representation. that he has authority to 
enter into the contract, How can it be 
argued that the principals are not liable 
onthe contract when it turns out that. 
to the extent to which the plainti 
trusted the agent, they were justified in 
trusting him, and that, to the extent to 
which he made a representation. of 
authority, he was justified in making 
such a representation ?” 

Now native banks had gone on for all 
these years’ lending money through the 
compradore to the Bank. They wore 
paid back in due course. By not in- 
quiring they ran a risk. The compradore 
might, during all that time, bave 
been | borrowing ‘only on his own 
account. But e was not. It may 
bo suggested that if they had asked 
they would have been told that the 
Makaleo Bank knew nothing of any 
native banks lending money, that the 
Makaleo Bank gave credit to their com- 

adore, and that the native banks must 
look to him. But that would not have 
been true, and we cannot suppose that 
they would have been told anything but 
the truth, which was, that these loans 
were duly entered to their credit in the 
books of the Makalee Bank, and that on 
duo date the compradore was always 
given money to pay them specifically. 

Ihave so far dealt with the question on 
the supposition that the loan had been 
obtained by the compradore and obtained 
by him for his own use, and that. the 
promissory notes had been issued by him. 
But the share of the compradore in the 
transaction has still to be considered. It 
is not contested that the loans were nego- 
tiated through the shroff, and that the 
Promissory notes were prepared and the 
chops impressed on them by the sbroff.

There was tio necessity for the. com- 
pradore to delegate his authority to any 
one. I think the maxm “delegatus! 
non potest delegare” applies to him to 
the fullest extent. While I consider 
that he was the agent of the Bank to 
make loans and issue promissory notes, 
there ia nothi the conduct of the 
defendants or their European Agen's to 
countenance such a delegation of autho- 
rity, and the exigencies of business in my 
opinion did not require it. A strong 
case of necessity would have to be made 
out to justify the compradore in passing 
on to another the exercise of such an 
authority, and there was no such neces- 
sity. Tagroo with Mr. Morgan Phillips 
that it is in accordance with the ordin- 
ary practice, both foreign and Chinese, 
that a subordinate should affix the chop, 
but he is given no general authority to 
afix it, any moro than s general author- | 
ity is given to an office servant in a com- | 
pany’s office to affix the seal of tho 

company, although there is, I believe, a 
practice in some company’s offices of 
‘employing an office servant to affix it. 
There may be shroffa in the position of 
confidential clerks, who direct 
general authority from their masters to 
do such things, bat, if thofe are, th 
shroff in this case occupied no such posi- 
tion; and there may be compradores » 
who allow their shroffs to exercise an 
authority delegated to them which they 
ought themselves alone to exorcise, but 
they do not thereby confer upon the 
shroff » power to bind their principals. 

Tho authority of the shroff in this 
caso was in my opinion purely ministerial, 
and I think that in this ‘caso the com- 
pradoro had authority to allow the shrof 
to act ministerially in doing s0. 

If the compradore is authorised to affix 
the chop on behalf of the Bank, it is 
matter to be decided upon a consideration 
of all the circumstance whether the 
authority given to him extonds 10 allowing 
the shroff to affix it for him. In Lord ». 
Hall (1849, 19 L. J. O. P. 47) the question 
turned on the validity of an endorsement 
upon & promissory notemmade by the de- 
fondant and payable to J. Shuttleworth 
or order. His wife managed his affairs 
and had authority to draw; accepted and 
endorsed bills of exchange for him. In 
this, instance she directed her daughter 
to write J, Shuttleworth’s name on the 
back of the promissory note. This w 
done in the wife’s prosonce, and sl 
delivered the note to tho plaintiff. It 
was held that the endorsement was under 
the circumstances a good endorsement. 
It was argued on behalf of the defendant 
that the endorsement was a forgery: that 
the wife had no powor to delogate her 
authority. But Maule, J. said: “Tt was 
put as a matter of law at tho trial that 
the wife had no power to delogate her 
power to endorse to the daughter, but 
that is not a right view of the caso. 
‘The question here is, whether the mother 
in the strict exercise of the authority 
confided to her was exercising that 
authority herself by moans of a third 
person, her daughter.” 

‘And Cresswell, J. said: “At tho trial

‘Had the promissory notes in this ease 
boon made by the compradore exercising 
his authority through the shroff it appears 
to mé that tha defendants would be 
liable. - But the conclusion I have come 
to is that they wore made not by the 
authority of the compradore and that the 
signatures were fotgea. ‘They were wh 
ly unauthorised either by the defendants 
the'compradore, and section 24 of 
the Bills of Exchange Act, 1882, pro- 
vides that—“ Subject to the provisions of 
this Act, where a signature on a bill is 
forged or placed thereon without the 
authority of the person whose signats 
it purports to be, the forged or unautho 
ed signaturo is wholly inoperative, and no 
right to retain the bill or give discharge 
therefore or to enforce payment thereof 
‘against any party thereto can be acquired 
through or under that signatare, anless the 
party against whom it is sought to retain 
or enforce payment of the bill, is precluded 
from setting up the forgery or want of

>| conclusion I have come to is, that he did 


not, at the time of obtaining the loans 
and of the issue of the original pro- 
missory notes, inform the native bank 
shroffs that the money was obtained for 
the compradore’s business, but that 
ho probably did tell some of them in the 
course of the renewal of the bills. Tho 
native bank shroffs eame to the compra- 
dore’s office every day and talked among 
themselves, and talked with the com- 
pradore’s staff of whom there wore six 
altogether 

Their interest was to know what was 
being done in the way of loans, and the 
fact that the Bank was lending money 
to other native banks would almost cor- 
tainly become known to thom, and this 
would probably suggest » question to the 
shroff at a time whon he asked for a re- 
newal or continuance of the loans. He 
does not say himself he told all of them, 
and he does not say which of them he did 
tell. 

The dofence, however, did not rest only 
on the fact of tement made by the 
shroff at the time of making th 
loans, but on the knowledge which it is 
said the plaintiffs must have had that the 
compradore was engaged in business, and 
was using the Bank chop as well for his, 
own business as for the business of the 
Bunk, and reference was made to the caso 
of Wang Can-ying v. Sassoon, a caso 
arising in Tientain and tried in the British 
wurt there, and then heard on appeal in 
this Oourt ‘und afterwards in the Privy 
Couveil.

Their 
Lordships cannot disregard altogether what 
bears i assessors, merchants in-the 
place, that compradores frequently 
reveipts of this kind in transactions which 
are purely , nud that this practice 
it gewerally known.” 

And their Lordships upon the evidence 
decided in favour of ths S .ssouns.

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UNVEILED WITH A 
VENGEANCE. 


. 7th April. 

Tarr i$ nothing written in the 
English language to-day which 
commands more attention thao that 
to which Mark Twain's magic name 
is appended. For this reason, if for 
no other, a paper by the popular 
writer in the new number of the 
“North American Review” would have 
been sure of a wide welcome. As it 
is, the. subject chosen—* The Czar’s 
Soliloquy ”"—is, at this juncture, cer- 
tain to mul iply even Mark Twain's 
usual multitude of readers. 

Taking for his text the following 
sentence from the London “‘l'imes,” 
correspondence :—" Afver the Czur's 
moraing bath it is his habit to 
meditate an hour before dressing 
himeelf,” the great humorist places 
the Czar's inmost thoughts before 
us naked as they come from that 
inuer consciousness which neither 
flatters nor deceives. — 

‘The physical description of the 
exteroal Czir as he appears to 
him-elfin the glass is anything but 
finttering. It is summed up in bis 
description of himself as “an imita- 
tion X-ray photograph,” and the 
great ruler asks: “Is it this that a 
hundred and forty million Russians 
kiss the dust before and worship?” 

He finally comes to the sage con- 
clusion that it cannot be himself. 
Ergo, it must be his clothes that 
inspire all this reverence and 
respect. 

“There is no power without 
clothes, Strip chiefs to the skin and 
no State could be governed; naked 
officials could exercise no authority ; 
they would look (and be) like every- 
body else—commonplace, inconse- 
quential.” 

‘Then, after a silence, the imperial 
meditition turns to the achieve- 
ments of the imperivl family. What 
are they? “For centuris the 
swarming Russian millions have 
meekly allowed our family to. rob 
them, insult them, trample them 
under foot, while they lived and 
suffered and died with no purpose 
and no function but to make that 
family comfortable.” 

‘Then follows a line of argument 
which is es cogent as it is bitter. 
The writer makes the Czar to wonder 











at the simplicity of the world which 
“applics to Czar and System the 
same moral axioms that have vogue 
and aecep'ance in civilised countries. 
Because, in ci d countries, 
it is wrong to remove oppressors 
otherwise than by — prociss of, 
law, it is held that the same 
rule applies in Russia, where there 
is no such thing as law— xcept for 
our family.” His Imperial Majesty 
is treading on very dangerous ground 
here. It Holy Writ is right and Jael, 
the wife of Heber the Kenite were 
rightly applauded for the murder of 
Sisera, what would be the verdict of 
inspiration upon the murderer of 
Nicholas IT, Czar of all the Ru-sias? 
His Majesty does not spare himself. 
In the plan English of which 
Mark ‘Twain is a past master, he says: 
“We do as we please; we have donc 
as we plead for centuries. Our 
common trade has been crime; our 
common pastime murder, our com- 
mon beverage blood, the blond of the 
nation. Upon our heads lie millions 
of mu:derers, Yet the pious moral'st 
says it is a crime to assassinate us.” 
‘So the argument runs its course, 
biting into the mini of the reader as 
only some strong worrosive can.

A school for the children of foreigners 
has long been needed in the Yangtze 
Tt bas come to pass that the 
China Inland Mission have been spp oach- 
ed in regard to their school-building at 
Kuling. They have made most liberal

heating apparatus, at the sum of $500 per

for taxes, the first lease to continue three 
years. 

Qnd..-To'rent the heavy furniture, ull 
$1,542, or so much of it ns 
at soven per cent per annuin 
with an additional ten per cent per annum 
for depreciation. 

8rd. ‘To sell so much of the other 
necessaty furniture as may be needed, all 
new, at tho invoice price, 

ith. The building and furniture to be 
used for a Obristinu schoul for foreign 
children. 

It will be seen that $615 will be needed 
annually for rent of building and taxes 
and an additional $262 for rent of furni- 
tu Beside this it is estimated that there 
will be a necessary expenditure of about 
$1,000 for other furniture before the school 
can be opened. This does not inclide 
salaries of texchers, nor provide for 
plios with which to begin. Of course there 
ill be money paid in advance for bourd 
and tuition which may cover the greater 
part of the incidental expense. 

‘Now in order to get the enterprise on 
foot it is thought that annual backing 
of $5,000 in the way of guarantee will be 
needed. It is pro to ask for sub- 
scriptions for 100 shares of $50 per 
share per annum, as annual quarante 
for three years.

tho whole amount as shall be needed. 
This support is asked on the following

Mindful of their own struggles 
to be free from the yoke of  corrapt 
aristocracy, it is, of course, impossible 
for the French people not to view with a 
painful interest this Revolutionary up- 
heaval in Russia; at the same time, the 
attitude of the Pross is strictly dictated 
by the political exigencies of the 
moment: that is to say, by the necessity 
of the Grand Alliance. But there is a 
large section and, it seems a growing 
section, which turns to England rather 
than to Russia for the needed weight in 
the scales of Europe. 


Russian Spies. 


I attended a mooting the jother day 
at the Trocadéro which was of a rather 
remarkable ractor, It was the artists’ 
protest t the continuance of the 
war but, incidentally, there. was a 
deal of protest against other things. 
M. Anatole France, the novelist, the 
most porfect stylist in the French 
Ian, to-day, was in the chair and 
chief amongst the speakers was M. 
Carridre, the well-known painter. The 
vast building, something of the size and 
proportions of the London Albert Hall, 
wad thronged from floor to ceiling, the 
greater part of the audience being 
students from the Latin Quarter. During 
the interval, which marked the separation 
of the speech-making from the musical 
P 1e, numbers of Russian students 
fiudg hand-bills into the auditorium 
from an upper gallery. These hand-bills 
wore inscribed with such sentiments as 
“Vive la République Russe,” and others 
en stronger. “The Quarter” is 
evidently living up to its reputation as 
the home of all the liberties. There is 
a large Russian colony in Paris Bohemia 
and numbers of them are more or less 
engaged in propaganda. They are, 
however, closely watched by the secret 
police, which the Russian Government 
retains here. These agents are giveo 
facilities by the French police and, 
tainly, from the point of view of the 
ternal security of Russia, the Alliance 
is worked for all it is worth. It is even 
said, on the authority of a Socialist 
paper published here, that M. Delcassé 
receives at his table the head of the 
Russian regiment of informers. That, 
of course,. may not be so, but there is 
no question that these spies enjoy a 
great deal of official patronage. 

The Black Cabinet.

CAN ONE PLEASE EVERYBODY? 


‘To the Editor of the 
“ Nonra-Cama Darty News.” 

Srmm,—I, with many others, would be 
grateful to you if you would make public 
the following mild protest against a slight 
grievance which has crept into our church 
‘of late and which no doubt can easily be 
remedied. I refer to the missionary 
element, which now flavours all the 
concerns of our parish church—the 
Cathedral. 
lieve it is possible to be true 
Christians without being missionaries, 
just as most of us believe it is possible to 
be missionaries without being true 
Christians. Thore are many of us, among 
the congregation of the Cathedral, who 
do not approve of a religion being press- 
ed on tho Chineso which is foreign to 
nature and not in consonance with 
the belief of their greatest men, 
Confucius, Mencius, ote., and we see no 
rosson why this work should be identified 
with our parish church any more than i 
with our own church at home, where it is 
relegated to special occasions, and only j 
mentioned casually at rare intervals in | 
tho ordinary services. i 

Wo notice in the Church Circular this 
month that in addition to a “Dean” we 
have a Bishop and an Archdeacon, which 
I think is rather overdoing a moderately- 
sized church, We fail to see why s 
Bishop or Archdeacon of a“ O. M. 8.,” or
